Church, This is the ninth general 
conference of the Canadian Methodist 
Church, The first met in Belleville 
in 1883. 

Previous to this ‘the Methodist 
Chureh of Canada” had held general 
satherings, in Toronto 1874, Montreal | 
1878, Hamilton 1882. The Belleville 
conference included practically all 
the branches of Methodism in Can 
ada. 

In 1886 the meeting place was To- 
ronto; 1890 in Montreal; 1894 in Lon- 
don, Ont.; 1898 Toronto; 1902 Winni- | 
peg, especially marked by the ineep 
tion of the Church Union movement, 
and the department of temperance 
and moral reform; in 1906 Montreal, 
and for 1910 Victoria was wisely sel- 
ected as the place of meeting. 

Historical Review. 

A brief summary of the historical 
connection between this gathering and | 
the past will be read with interest 
Methodism owes its historical origin 
to a great spiritual awakening in the 
lives of John Wesley and some others 
in London, England, about 17388. 
These men sought to reform the Es 
tablished Church of England, but the | 
disparity between their views and 
those of others made a line of cleav- 
age between them and the church, 
which eventuated in the legal estab- 
lishment of another denomination, 
now known and respected the world 
over as the Methodist or Wesleyan 
Church. 


The first Methodist conference was 
held in London, England, in 1744 
The propogation of Wesley's views 


had provoked very bitter opposition, 
often expressing itself through rotten 
eges, clubs, stones and mobs. These 
were strenuous times, and the pre- 
judices of a generally misinformed or 
ignorant populace seem to have fas 
tened on Wesley. He was accused of 
being in league with Charles Stuart, 
the Pretender, or being a Papist, 4 
Jesuit, a Quaker, a gin-seller; was 
guilty of treason, was in prison getting 
his deserts, had hanged himself, and 
such like. The first conference grew 
from a desire among a few like mind 
ed men. Their deliberations lasted 
several days. The principles laid 
down then for the guidance of in- 
dividual members in assemblies is 
worthy of perpetual remembrance, 

“In speculative things each can only 
submit so far as his judgment shall 
be convinced; in every practical point, 
so far as we can without wounding 
our several consciences,” They de- 
sired that every person speak freely 
what was in his heart, and that every 
question proposed may be fully debat- 
ed and “bolted to the bran.” A 
church founded by men of that stamp 
of common sense certainly deserved to 
succeed, as it did. ‘So may the bright 
succession run!"

Away back in 1830 when 
there were only 11,000 members and 
45 ministers, the ‘Upper Canada Aca- 
demy’’ was proposed, as “a seminary 
where youth may be trained up in 
the knowledge and obedience of God, 
and, at the same time be faithfully 
instructed in the various branches of 
human learning which the present 
state of society render necessary in 
to respectability and useful-

ly is power distributed, it world ap- 
pear that the maximum good is being 
done with the minimum display of 
individualism and noise. 
Problems Facing, Conference, 

That this conference has no easy 
task confronting it, a glance at the 
agenda would show. There are some- 
thing over two dozen departments of 
work to be considered, fraternal mes- 
sages from England, Ireland, the Un 
ited States, North and South, and 
Japan, to hear, besides questions of 
church union, ministerial supply, elec 
tion of general officers, the estab- 
lishment of a western book room, with 
various incidental and contingent 
matters, including nearly 400 mem- 
orlals. The present secretary, Rev. 
T. Albert Moore, D.D., has spared no 
effort to have the programme well 
organized and with an executive offl- 
cer of unequalled ability ;lke Dr.
